These men, outstanding In their field, are 
highly experienced, with more than average 
education and cultural background. 

Vet oven they came here with certain Ideas 
about the United States that puzzle an 
American. For histance, during their week s 
stay in Cleveland, they watched operations 
In a largo brokerage house. Some of them 
were amued to learn that our big corpora- 
tions have literally millions of stocJtholders, 
most of them Just ordinary people In work- 
aday jobs like themselves. 

As one of them put tit: "I always thought 
that a few big shots— IB or 20, maybe— held- 
bU the stock and grew rich on the profits. 
V7eU— you see. we get so much of that com- 
munist propaganda." 

The visitors also were impressed with tno 
degree ot oultura they found in this coun- 
try. One ot them wlattuUy spoke oj^the fact 
that there are tew American, vrnm^Wi^s 
too small to have a pbbllc llhtbrjDOnp tus- 
peels here the hammering of anoOier com- 
munist big He— that- Americans are bar- 
barians, concerned with nothing more In- 
tellectual than grulJblng tor a doUar. The 
visitors had other misconceptions. 

It makes an American wonder how naive 
a grown man can be. But these Austrlans 
arc not naive— far from it. They Just heard 
too much of the big lie and not enough of 
the big truth. And If they swallow the big 
He, how easily must It go down with the 
average European man -In -the -street and the

It underscores once 
again the vital necessity or expanding and 
Improving our -propaganda- agencies to the 
point where the big truth will paint the 
picture ol American-stylo demoracy and 
the big He will be retired from Russia's 
arsenal as an obsolete weapon.
